only avowed candidate up to the pres­ 
ent 
tim e and during the first two 
weeks of the session the senatorial 
contest is likely to overshadow every­ 
thing else in the legislature.

Foss. 
There was sufficient impetus in 
the anti-Lodge campaign before elec­ 
tion to send eight senators and repre­ 
sentatives opposed to his re-election to 
the legislature.

ty-two Republicans, 127 Democrats ami 
I socialist are in the legislature, and 
these w ill meet in the joint senatorial 
convention of Jan. 18. 
Eugene N. Foss, a former Republic-

the Fourteenth district, will be sworn 
in Jan. 5 as the first Democratic gov­ 
ernor since 190T>, and the second since 
1893. 
Most of his appointments will 
require the approval of a Republican 
executive council.

LADD IS ON THE WARPATH 


Food 
Commissioner 
Attacks 
Patent 
Medicines. 


Fargo, N. I)., Dec. 26.— Fraudulent 
patent medicines are roundly scored 
by Professor E. F. Ladd, commission­ 
er of pure foods of North Dakota, in a 
bulletin just issued. 
Ilegislation deal­ 
ing with the subject is urged by him 
for passage at the coming session of 
the state assembly. 
North Dakota, he 
declares, is made a veritable dumping 
ground for a certain class of fraudu­ 
lent medicines, and in his statement 
covering the situation he points out 
needed legislation to further safeguard 
public health and do away with the i 
fraudulent practice. 
“ Frauds are everywhere,’’ says Com­ 
missioner Ladd. 
“ There are men who 
have failed in every legitimate under­ 
taking witn which they have been con­ 
nected, or have been far from a suc­ 
cess, who turn their attention to the 
manufacture and sale of patent medi­ 
cines, ‘dopes,’ and preparations with 
which to defraud the public. 
“ At the present time, what is need­ 
ed more than anything else in North 
Dakota is a law' requiring every person 
to register the medicines intended to 
be sold by a nonregistered pharma­ 
cist. 
I^et this registration be made in 
each county in the state. 
Let no li­ 
cense be granted so long as this prod j 
uot is in violation of our present drug 
or beverage laws or where frauds or : 
deception is being practiced, or where 
exaggerated, 
unwarranted 
and 
false 
claims are made with regard to the ; 
properties or use of any drug or medi­ 
cine intended to he sold in the state.”

In the churches 
Christmas services were joined with 
prayers of sorrow for the dead and 
sympathy for their grief stricken fam­ 
ilies. 
From the staffs of public build­ 
ings, big department stores and many 
residences flags hung at half mast. 
Eight of the dead firemen whee bur­ 
ied. 
The funeral services were semi­ 
public, being attended by all members 
of the fire department who could be 
spared from duty, city officials and 
hundreds of citizens. 
Tile funeral of Jam es H. Horan, fire 
marshal, one of 
the first 
to meet 
death in Thursday’s fire, w ill be held 
today, at the same time as the burial 
of twelve other members of the de­ 
partment, victim s of the fire.

Dennis N. Doyle of engine No. 39 and 
his son, Nicholas Doyle of Truck com­ 
pany No. ll , w ill be buried side by 
side, their bodies being taken from 
the wreckage only an arm ’s length 
apart.

$25,000 to the citizens’ relief fund for 
the aid of the firemen’s widows and 
orphans.

PROSECUTION OF 


SUGAR TRUST MEN 


Likely io Be Undertaken by the 


Government. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
26. — Criminal 
prosecution of Washington R. Thomas, 
president of the Am erican Sugar lie- 
fining company; of John Parsons, for­ 
mer general counsel and director of 
the corporation; 
of 
Arthur Donner, 
former 
treasurer under 
the 
Have- 
m eyer regime, and other directors of 
the combination is now being consid­ 
ered seriously by the federal antlion 
ties as a result of the $700,600 •‘draw­ 
back” frauds by the sugar trust. Such 
a prosecution would he entirely sep­ 
arate 
from 
the 
criminal 
actions 
against these men by the government 
on the conspiracy charges regarding 
the absorbing of the Pennsylvania Su­ 
gar Refining company by the trust. 
W ith tho expected refund of 
tills 
$700,000 the sugar trust will have paid 
back to the government over $3,000,- 
000 since the exposures of the weigh­ 
ing frauds at the Havem eyer & Elder 
plant through the work of Richard 
Fa rr and on information supplied by 
Richard 
Palley. 
Having 
confessed 
that “ drawback" frauds 
aggregating 
$700,000 had been perpetrated upon 
the government the newr directorate 
of the sugar trust sanctioned, at the 
request of Washington B. Thomas, the 
refunding of that amount. 
It was learned at th** custom house 
Charles A. Allen, the new treasurer of 
the Am erican 
Sugar Refining 
com­ 
pany, probably in the presence of Col­ 
lector Loeb and United States Attor­ 
ney W ise, w ill deposit a voucher for 
$200,000 to the assistant treasurer of 
the United States at the sub treasury. 
The payment will not Interfere with 
action by the department of Justice, on 
direct orders from President Taft, to 
punish any sugar trust officials who 
can be proved 
to have 
had guilty 
knowledge of the “ drawback" frauds 
Several conferences were held by 
Collector 
Loeb, 
District 
Attorney 
W ise and attorneys representing the 
sugar trust.

Such, verbatim, is a note which was 
found in the office desk of J. G. Lonn- 
gren, better known as Gustav Ixmn- 
gren, who ended his life at Plankin­ 
ton by firing a bullet from a revolver 
into his head just back of the ear. The 
bullet passed nearly through the head 
and death must have been instantan* 
eons. 
Lonngren’s death, in the opinion of 
leading residents of Plankinton, was 
due solely to gossip of Idle tongues 
which had connected his name with 
that of Mrs. Adams. 
Ixinngren was 
of an extremely sensitive nature and 
this gossip coming to his ears cut him 
keenly, not so much on his own ac­ 
count but because in his opinion it did 
injury to the reputation of a good wo­ 
man, for whom he felt sympathy be­ 
cause of the alleged brutality of her 
husband.

In addition it means a re­ 
lief to the thousands of shippers whc 
have hung on the words of the confer­ 
ence day after day when it seemed 
that a strike would

West and Middle West. 


Chief Factor in Decision. 


This relief was the chief factor in 
th** decision of engineers to accept the 
average of IO 1-3 per cent, instead of 
the 17 per cent they had settled on. 
This is evidenced by the letter of 
Grand Chief Engineer W arren S. Stone 
to Mediator Neill, accepting the lat- 
ter’s proposition as set forth previ­ 
ously as the agreed scale 
The letter 
is as follows: 
‘‘Replying to your favor of even date 
wherein you submit for our consid­ 
eration a proposition embodying the 
terms by which a settlement may be 
reached of the difficulty existing be­ 
tween the conference committee of 
the Western railroad managers and 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi­ 
neers, we beg to advise; as follows: 
"A fter roughly considering the prop­ 
osition and th** question in its entirety, 
we are of the opinion the offer will not 
yield the engineers compensation com­ 
mensurate with the service performed, 
and it is with extreme reluctance w« 
I Inform you it w ill be accepted. 
“ In this connection we were prompt 
cd to accept the proposition through 
th** influence of yourself and a desitw 
on our part to avert a calam ity that 
would bring suffering and loss on a 
large number of |>eople who are not 
parties to the controversy. 
“ W ith these facts in mind, you are 
hereby authorized to effect a settle­ 
ment in accordance with the proposed 
terms in your favor of Dec. 24, 1910.” 
Asked for an interview or the settle­ 
ment, Mr. Stone replied: 
“ My whole statement can be found 
in the letter. 
W e had in mind the 
suffering it would entail if we struck, 
and we are not so selfish as to use it 
as a means of jiersonal gain. 
W e 
thought of the country and settled. 
That’s all ”

Then Wiley tile game I teen me so com­ 
pact that injuries multiplied and pub­ 
lic interest waned the forward pass, 
another legalized offside illegality, ap­ 
peared.

| How the Justices Prepare Decisions 
and Dissenting Opinions. 
I 
On Saturday evening each justice re- 
j oeives from tin* chief justice an en­ 
velope containing the names of the 
I cases the chief justice has decided to 
allow the justice to write the opinions 
I on. and the chief justice also notifies 
tile Justices of the hour of the confer­ 
ence on Monday morning. The confer 
onces are usually held in the confer- 
I once room under locked doors. 
Tho 
chief justice presides, and eases are 
I taken up or postponed according to the 
wishes of tile justices or their road! 
i ness to consider them. 
Each Justice 
is furnished with a lock book. in which 
I he may enter flu* details of a case, tile 
1 record of the vote on conference ami 
the final disposition. 
On a case bo­ 
ing assigned by tin* chief justice to a 
I justice to write the opinion of the 
j court Hie opinion when written must 
be agreeable to the justices. 
If not 
th)* dissatisfied justice will promptly 
write a dissenting opinion, 
in some 
Instances four of the justices have 
! each written a dissenting opinion, but 
I the usual custom is for one to write 
i it and announce that the others con 
cur. 
Before a case is reached for argu­ 
ment the justices familiarize them­ 
selves with its records ami briefs, and 
w hen one is directed to write the opin- 
j Ion he makes a study of the case, long 
or short, as its gravity demands. This 
may take a few days or months. The 
! opinion is dictated, and after being 
typewritten 
it 
is 
corrected, 
boiled 
down and revised: another copy Is then 
made. further revised and sent to the 
printer. 
In 
order 
that 
the 
com­ 
positors 
who set the type may not 
know the decision of the ease the 
foreman sets up the last few lines of 
the opinion, locks them in ti safe, and 
after tin* opinion is set np lie adds 
them to it. takes two proofs and f><r- 
wards them under lock and key to the 
Justice. 
It is again read and revised 
and sometimes completely altered and 
returned to tho printer, corrected by 
the latter and nine revises sent to the 
justice. 
If the opinion is now satisfactory to 
the Justice a copy is mailed to each 
member of the court. 
These are re­ 
turned to tile justice wit Ii the nota­ 
tions of tile justices, and tile opinion is 
revised or changed, if need be. to con­ 
form to their views. 
If there be a 
dissenting opinion tile justice writing 
tho majority opinion holds it until the 
dissent is completed. 
Then on some Monday, the court be­ 
ing in session, the justice announces 
an opinion in the case, giving its num­ 
ber and title, and then proceeds to 
read it at length to tile dozen people 
who may be present. 
If there be a 
dissenting opinion the justice writing 
the dissent reads it and announces the 
names of tile Justices u*ho concur with 
him. 
Afterward the official reporter 
of the court sends a verified copy of 
the opinion to tile publishers of the 
United States supreme court reports, 
and tile case finally becomes one of 
thousands in the law libraries to be 
read and reread if of moment or to Ik* 
forgotten if mere detail.—Independent.

Minot, N. IX, Dec. 23.—Conditions 
that North Dakota has not had to deal 
with in tho upbuilding of its other ed­ 
ucational institutions will be met when 
the time comes for the launching of 
the new normal school in Minot, au­ 
thorized by a constitutional amend­ 
ment voted upon favorably in the re­ 
cent 
election. 
An 
appropriation of I 
$250,000 will he asked of the legisla­ 
ture this winter to do the first con­ 
struction work on what Minot and 
people of the northwestern section of 
the state believe will, in time, become 
one of the state’s greatest educational 
institutions. 
Minot’s normal must, the people of 
the city say, he started on a broad 
plane—on a basis great enough to take 
care immediately of an enrollment as 
great as either of the other state 
normal schools now* enjoy after their 
many years of existence. 
An impressive fact that must be 
taken into consideration by the legis­ 
lature in making its appropriation is 
that 156,000 people reside closer to 
Minot than to any of the other educa­ 
tional institutions. 
With this immense territory to draw 
from it is absolutely certain that the 
early enrollments in the Minot norm.il 
will be larger than those experienced 
by the Mayville and Valley City nor­ 
mals, both of which were establish! d 
about the time the state’s entire pop­ 
ulation was just a little larger than 
that portion of the state’s population 
of today which must consider Minot 
as the nearest and most accessible ed­ 
ucational point.
